translators, who ha\>' for twenty-five 
years toiled to interpret 
the Holy 
Scriptures into the Chinese language, 
have Keen repaid at last by the com­ 
pletion of the arduous 
task. 
The 
“ Revised Mandarin Bible,” as it will 
be known, will be offered to a mon­ 
strous pubi c, as more than one-fourth 
of the world’s inhabitants live in the 
republic of China, which ha- approxi­ 
m ately four times as many people 
under its 5-barred rainbow flag 
as 
live under the S tars and Stripes. 
The completion of the 
“ Revised 
M andarin Bible” 
- a milestone 
in 
Chinese mi.-ionary work. 
The tra n s ­ 
lating was done by the ablest mission­ 
a ry linguists in collaboration 
with 
Chinese scholars, with the result that 
the translation is considered one of 
the m ost perfect literary productions 
in the “ Pu-tung hwa,”, as they say in 
China. 
Totaling the time consumed by the 
translation committee it has been fig­ 
ured th a t several hours were spent on 
each verse. 
And there art' 
«91,175 
verses in the Bible! 
The Rev. Chauncey Godrieh, D. 1'., 
chairm an of the translation committee, 
now in his eighty-third years, says 
“ During these years of toil together 
we have learned what to us has been 
a wonder and a great gladness

the M andarin colloquial is a language 
worthy to stand alongside the great 
languages of the world. 
Unilke the 
dialects of southeast China, it is w rit­ 
ten; and under the hands of a m aster, 
both for pro-e or poetry, is nearly 
equal to all demands that might

made upon it. 
‘To me it has been a constant m a r­ 
vel th a t the Bible, as has now been 
rendered, both in the elas «ul style 
and in the Mandarin colloquial, is so 
near an apronch to the original lang­ 
uages of th 
Scriptures, we may be 
g ratefu l that tn 
Bible is almost free 
from abstract terms, go foreign to 
the genius of Chinese tongue.’
